DRIVING SCHOOLS TO BE 
LICENSED IN FLA. JAN. 1 


A 1953 legislative act, which 
regulates the licensing of com- 
mercial driving schools, goes 
into effect next January 1 and 
makes Florida the third state 
to enact such a law. 

The Florida Department of 
Public Safety is charged with

Director H. N. Kirkman of 
the department said recently 
that all commercial driving

on a quail hunt (opening day) 
in particular, and on the quail 


hunting in general. Let's start 
with the general situation, - I 
find quail extremely plentiful. 
Covies so large that if you tell 
people how many birds are in 
covey they'll simply say, "What 
were you drinking?” or similar 
humor. On the other hand, these 
covies, large and -small, have 
had a way of hiding pretty suc- 
cessfully from hunters since the 
opening days of the quail sea- 
son. Every hunter I've talked 
with to date tells the same 
story. Lots of quail around early, 
and plenty still left, but the 
birds are hard to find! Even 
during the past few days, on 
Dec. 10th to be exact, I've come 
on large covies of quail which 
are still quite tame, but the 
birds have a way of being able 
to take care of themselves, Most 
shooters have a way of becom- 
j ing -terrible excited when the 
bob whites go up. They then, as 
a rule, shoot far under the birds, 
to say nothing of, at times, both 
under and well to one side! I'd 
say not 5 per cent of the quail 
crop has been bagged by hunt- 
ers to date. 

The opening day on quail 
proved a flop, just as the open- 
ing day on ducks had been a 
fine success I was hunting with 
a man who does not need to be
